The process of refining has 
gone far since the almpie days 
of this 18th century recipe:

Thames Refinery spreads 
over 24% acres and employs 
2,600 men and women. Alto- 
gether 8,400 people work for 
Toto and Lyle, Raw sigar 
comes from ‘tha canc-growing 
areas of the Empirc—mainiy 
Britlsh West Indies—ang from 
Cuba and San Domingo. Home- 
grown bect sugar Js also uscd, 
making g total of about 045,000 
tons of raw sugar passing into 
Thames Refinery every year, 


Foreman 


The man who watches every 
ton of It safely into the factory 
a 65-year-old Mr Harry Hoy- 
man, Moustached, and wearing 
a brown overall jacket, ho is 
the foreman in charge of the 
unloading ganga who swing the 
sugar in over the side of the 
bay, in bags and in bulk, and 
send it down to elght allos.
